by a Lawful Minifter, and that the very tLords wiich 
the Minifler # required to put to th fe who fhall bring 
aChild to be admitted into the Congregation, by 


whom was thy Child Saptifed imply as mucn, that ir 


fhould be perform'd by a Minijier of the Church of 
England, none other at the time when that Rubrick 
was fram'd, being Tolerated in ths Kinggom, I dee 
Sire you will be pieas'a to favor me with ycur Opinion of 
the Senfe of ebe Church of England in chs Cafe, 
whether every Parochial Minifter be not Obliged to ad- 
mit of even Lay Baptifm, which as you fay, 1s Valid, 


and whetier any pretences of Sckifm in the Parent, 
which they of the Church way are apt to abedg, and 


thereby of Cut off from their Churci, will war- 
rant a Courch Minijiers refufal of the Charitable Oj- 
fice of performing tie Burial Service. Gentlemen, 
Your Opinion in eis matter 3s very much defired as 
well by the Minifter as by my felf, and may prevent 
a great deal of Cont:ft for ehe furure, if not a Charge- 
able Suse at Law, both fides being to be d-ter- 
thined by your judgment, am your moft 
Humble Subferiber, S. F.

Bur to thew thar a Detect in anv one 
of thefe Particulars does not Invatidate Bapti'm; 
there 1s this Rubrick fubjoined, If they wi ich bring 
the Infant to twe Chureo make fuch uncertain Anfwers 
to the Priefts Q: fticns, cs that it cannot appear che 
Child was Baptifed Water, in the of the 
Father, and of tie Son, and of the Holy Ghoft ( wiieh 
are cffential Parts of Bopsifm,) then let the Prieft 
Buptife it. Were the two former Circusnftances; 
viz. the Perion admin ftring, and the Perfons pre- 
fent when adminvitred, are omirred. Which ma- 
nifeftly umply’s, that a Detect in either of thefe 
Ciicumftances does nor make rhe Repetition of 
Baptifm neceffary, nor confequentiy makes it void. 
Provided therefore your Child wanted not the Effen-

more of the tame Troops will arrive from Malincs 
and Lovain. ’Tis adviled trom the Hague, May 
the 27th, thar the Meurs Buys and Vander Diffen 
are returned from Gertruydenberg, and have been 
in Conference with tae Minifters of the Emperor 
and the Qaercn of Great Britaian at the Houfe of 
Penfioner Heinfius. that afterwards thofe Minifters 
Conferr’d with the Deputies of the States Geneiai ;

ume longer at Gertruydenberg, and wai they have 
fent another Courier to Verfa:!'es.
